The Plan of Salvation Made Plain to Sinners 
From the Word of God 


What must I do to be saved? ~Here in the 
simplest, shortest form is put the question to 
which every man must learn the answer, or spend 
eternity lost, away from God, suffering the tor- 
ments of the damned! Thank God, this question 
ig asked and answered in the Word of God, so 
simply that every soul can understand it. There 
are other questions in God’s Word which affect 
the soul’s welfare, and many places in the Bible 
is the plan of salvation made plain, but only one 
place is the question given word for word, and 
there, too, we find the answer. Paul and Silas 
were in jail in the city of Philippi and at midnight 
they sang and prayed until God broke down all 
the doors and broke the stocks which held their 
feet, with a mighty earthquake. The poor jailer, 
frightened and convicted of his sins, came to 
these two preachers and asked this question. Read 
it in Acts 16:29-31. 

“Then he called for a light, and sprang in.,. 
and came trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas, and brought them out, and 
said, Sirs, what must I do to be saved? And 
they said, Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” 

“What must I do to be saved?” “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved!” 
‘ There is God’s plan of salvation, the only plan He 
has for every man, woman and child who was 
ever born into the whole world. 


What Must | Do? 


Sinner, there is something you must do if you 
would be saved. There was hope for this jailer 


because he saw himself a lost sinner and came’ 


trembling to inquire “what must I do?” Reader, 
you are a sinner. The Word of God from begin- 
-ning to end emphasizes that fact. In Isaiah 53:6 
we learn: 

“ALL we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned EVERY ONE to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him the in- 
iquity of us ALL.” 

We have all gone astray! The Lord is not con- 
tent for sinners to be left believing themselves 
good. In Romans the third chapter, how positive, 
how certain is the Word of God that every man, 
woman and child is a sinner! 


What Must | Do 


To Be Saved? 


“What then, are we better than they? No, 
in no wise; for we have before proved both 
Jews and Gentiles, that they are ALL under 
sin; As it is written, There is NONE right- 
eous, NO, NOT ONE; there is NONE that 
understandeth, there is NONE that seeketh 
after God. They are ALL gone out of the 
way, they are together become unprofitable; 
there is NONE that doeth good, NO, NOT 
ONE!” (Romans 3:9-12). 

In verses 22 and 23 it is stated again that 
“there is no difference: for all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” That is the 
reason that Jesus said to Nicodemus in the third 
chapter of John, “Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, YE MUST BE BORN AGAIN.” And a little 
later in the same chapter, verse 18, said that the 
man who has not believed in Jesus is already 
condemned. 


Certainly these Scriptures must make it clear 
to every man who believes the Word of God that 
he is a sinner, and until he has believed in Christ 
and has been saved, he is a lost sinner and needs 
saving. The heart is wrong, and only God can 
make that right. Then if you want to be saved, 
you must*admit in your own heart, “IJ am a sin- 
ner. I am lost and need to be saved.” No one 
ever was saved without coming for salvation as 
a sinner.

Oh, I beg you, see it today! You are a poor, 
lost sinner, a Hell-bound sinner! Your heart is 
black.

That is what you are. Admit it in your own 
heart, confess it to God. You are a sinner and 
you need saving worse than you need anything 
else in the world.

I do not mean that you are simply to believe 
that there is a God or that there is a Saviour. 
Devils believe that and tremble (James 2:19). 
You can believe that a certain physician is a good 
doctor without calling him to be your doctor when 
you are sick. You can believe that a certain man 
is a good lawyer without taking him as your 
lawyer to defend your case. You are not just to 
believe the truth about Jesus, you are to believe 
on Him, that is, depend upon Him, risk Him, trust 
Him, and when you do, you are saved. 


Not Saved By Good Works 


Of course, you do not deserve salvation. There 
is nothing you can do that will make you worthy 
of it. You cannot be saved by keeping the ten 
commandments, for the Scripture clearly shows 
that you have not kept them. Romans 3:20 says: 


“Therefore by the deeds of the law there 
shall no flesh be justified in his sight; for by 
the law is the knowledge of sin.” 


The same thing is told in Galatians 3:11 which 

says: 

“But that no man is justified by the law in 
the sight of God, it is evident; for, The just 
shall live by faith.” 

Many, many Scriptures repeat again and 

again that there is no salvation through human 
goodness. 


“Not by works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to His mercy he 
saved us, by the washing of regeneration, 
and renewing of the Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5). 


“FOR BY GRACE ARE YE SAVED 
THROUGH FAITH; AND THAT NOT OF 
YOURSELVES; IT IS THE GIFT OF GOD; 
NOT OF WORKS, LEST ANY MAN 
SHOULD BOAST” : (Eph. 2:8, 9). 


We had as well admit then, that no man de- 
serves saving and no man can save himself. 
Salvation must be free or the sinner could never 
In fact, it takes blood to pay for sin, for 
the Scripture says: 


“Without Shedding of Blood Is No Remission" 
Hebrews 9:22 


“For when we were yet without strength, 
in due time Christ died for the ungodly” 
(Rom. 5:6). 

“All we like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own way; and 
the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all” (Isaiah 53:6). 


Peter tells us that all of us are bought by the 
blood of Christ: 


“Forasmuch as ye know that we were nol 
redeemed with corruptible things, as silver 
and gold, from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without spot” 
(I Peter 1:18, 19). 


Every lamb, bullock, heifer, goat, turtle dove 
and pigeon offered in the Old Testament times on 
the altar pictured this, that man, a guilty sinner 
must have some innocent one to shed his blood 
to pay for man’s sins. Jesus died for our sins, 
and, thank God, salvation is bought for every 
man in the world, if he will have it, as the free 
gift of God. 

“For the wages of sin is death; but the 
GIFT of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord’ (Romans 6:23). 

Dear sinner, remember, that church member- 
ship will not save you. If you have been baptized 
that cannot save you. Baptism does not save, 
does not keep anybody saved, it is only an act of 
duty for those who have already found Christ 
as their Saviour. A moral life or lodge member- 
ship or good citizenship, these must all fail to 
bring salvation, for it is “not of works of right- 
eousness which we have done, but according to 
His mercy He saved us (Titus 3:5). Don’t de- 
pend, then, on what you do, but on what Jesus 
did and promises to do for you. 


What About Répentance? 


Does not the Bible say that we must repent? 
Yes, the Bible plainly says that “God... com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to repent” (Acts 


a 17:30), and again “Except ye repent, ye shall all 


likewise perish” (Luke 13:3, 5). This was the 
preaching of John the Baptist, of Jesus, of Peter 


' and of Paul, that men should repent, and cer- 
~. tainly repentance is God’s plan of salvation. The 
» trouble here, however, is that men misunderstand 
* what repentance means, and there has grown up 


an idea that repentance means a period of weep- 


a ing and mourning over sin, or sorrow for sins. 


This idea comes from the Roman Catholic trans- 
lation of the Bible which instead of “repent” 
Says “do penance.” So the place of inquiry, 
where people should be taught the plan of salva- 
tion from the Bible, in revival meetings, became 
“the mourner’s bench” and thousands of people 


eo: have been taught that God would not hear their 


prayer nor forgive their sins until they went 


- through a process of sorrow and mourning over 


their sins! 
Do not misunderstand me. God is anxious for

back the tears! But what I want you to know is 
that tears or no tears, however much sorrow you 
may have in your heart, or not have, those things 
do not save you. 

You ought to be sorry of your sins and 
ashamed of them. “Godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance” (II Cor. 7:10) —— the right kind of 
sorrow leads to immediate repentance, but mourn- 
ing is not itself repentance. 


“Could my zeal no respite know, 
Could my tears forever flow, 
All for sin could not atone; 
Thou must save, and Thou alone.” 


To repent literally means to have a change 
of mind or spirit toward God and toward sin. It 
means to turn from your sins, earnestly, with all 
your heart, and trust in Jesus Christ to save you. 
You can see, then, how the man who believes in 
Christ repents and the man who repents believes 
in Christ. The jailer repented when he turned 
from sin to believe in the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Instant Salvation! 


The jailer did not go through a period of 
mourning, he was told to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, he did just that and was saved, 
and his whole family was saved the same way, 
immediately, the same hour of the night; Every- 
where you look through the New Testament you 
find that people were saved all at once without 
any process, without any period of mourning. 
Zacchzus, up a tree, trusted Jesus and made 
haste and came down, and received Him joyfully 
(Luke 19:6-9). Jesus said, “This day is salvation 
come to this house.” When Peter told Cornelius 
and his assembled household that they could be 
saved by believing, immediately “while Peter yet 
spake these words,” the Scripture says, the Holy 
Spirit came on them and they were happily saved 
(Acts 10:43-48). The thief on the cross, wicked 
sinner that he was, who a few minutes before 
had been railing at Jesus, was saved immediately 
when he inquired of Jesus (Luke 23:42, 43). In 
the first chapter of John, verses 35-49 we see 
where Andrew, Simon Peter, Philip and Nathaniel 
were ‘all converted, one by one, immediately, by 
faith in Christ. There is no record of any person 
in Bible times who was ever told to wait, or 
mourn, or weep over his sins, before trusting 
Jesus and being saved! One who believes in 
Christ, has repented. Repentance and faith are 
the same thing put in different words, and neither 
requires a long period of time, nor a process of 
mourning and sorrow. 

Salvation is instantaneous. All that keeps you 
today from being saved is the wickedness of your 
heart that holds on to sin and will not run to 
Jesus to trust in Him for salvation. I beg you, 
turn in shame and sorrow from your sins this 
minute, and trust in Christ and be saved! 


Can One Be Saved Without Prayer? 


In the Bible there are many cases of sinners 
who prayed like the thief on the cross or the 
publican in the temple. In fact, Romans 10:13 
says: 

“For whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” 


Many people believe that a sinner cannot be 
saved without a period of prayer, without con- 
sciously calling on God. However, the Bible does 
not say that a sinner must pray in order to be 
saved. In fact, immediately following the verse 
in Romans 10:13 is an explanation which shows 
that calling on God is an evidence of faith in the 
heart and that it is really faith which settles 
the matter. Read it again. 


“For whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved. How then shall 
they call on Him in whom they have not 
believed?” (Romans 10:13, 14). 

The Lord encourages the sinner to pray, and 
the Lord hears and answers the sinner’s prayer, 
if that sinner trusts in Jesus Christ for salvation 
when he prays. He heard the prayer of the thief 


,on the cross, of the publican in the temple, of 


blind Bartimsus. But the Scripture says, “How 
then shall they cal] on Him in whom they have 
not believed?’”’ Certainly every one who is to be 
saved must believe. Prayer is evidence of faith. 
No matter how long one prays, if he does not 
trust in Christ, he can never be saved. If he 
trusts in Christ without conscious prayer, then 
he is saved already. There is just one plan of 
salvation and just one step a sinner must take to 
secure it..That step is to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ! 

Some way we preachers have left the impres- 
sion on this poor world of sinners. that God is 
hard hearted and that it takes many tears and 
loud cries and long periods of sorrow before He 
will hear and save the sinner. We have left the 
impression that God does not care whether sin- 
ners are saved or not, and that sinners must some 
way touch the heart of God and get Him ready 
to forgive. What a slander on a good and holy 
God who “so loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that WHOSOEVER BELIEV- 
ETH in Him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.”’ 
God’s wrath is already turned away from any 
sinner who wants to be saved, both the Father 
and the Son are a million times more anxious to 
save every sinner than the sinner can be to get 
saved! Thank God, I do not have to beg God to 


forgive my sins. He will do it the minute I am 


willing to trust it with Him. 

I hope you will pray and cali upon God right 
now for mercy and forgiveness, but in that prayer 
believe on the Lord Jesus, trust Him with all 
your heart and do not delay a moment.

vin’s historical book, ‘Prohibition 
in the United States.” 


But these statistics on crime, 
drunkenness, alcoholic insanity and 
poverty tell only a small part of 
the story. Bank deposits mounted. 
Farms and homes were bought and 


improved. Education spread. 


Churches sprang up. Full dinner 
pails took the place of beer buckets. 
Wives rejoiced over sober hus- 
bands. Happy little children swung 
on yard gates watching for their 
fathers’ return at the close of the 
day. This nation entered upon the 
most glowing period of her eco- 
nomic history. 


Our Fatal Blunder 


But unfortunately, the dry, tem- 
perance-loving, prohibtion forces, 
like the children of Ephraim, 
turned back in the day of battle. 
We made a fatal blunder of sup- 
posing that because the 18th 
Amendment was written into the 
Constitution and made the supreme 
law of the land, that it would re- 
ceive the respect and allegiance 
that such a statute is entitled to. 
We turned its enforcement over 
to political office-holders who are 
primarily interested in getting 
votes to elect them. A “wet” vote 
counts as much in the ballot box 
as does a “dry” vote. Such office- 
holders are not going to offend 
“wet” voters by too stringent an 
enforcement of the law. They 
gave the “drys” the law to hold 
their votes and they neglected en- 
forcing it to hold the “wet” vote. 
This of course made a farce of the 
affair and resulted in corruption 
and graft growing up about the 
law like crab grass, cockle burrs 
and sunflowers in a neglected field 
of corn. Now the law itself no 
more created the corruption and 
graft than corn stalks create crab 
grass, cockle burrs, and. sunflow- 
ers when a farmer negiects to 
work his corn. The principle of 
prohibition is right and the law 
was all right, but its enforcement, 
vested in the hands of office-hold- 
ing, vote-seeking politicians, was a 
separate matter. The fault lay in 
the enforcement agencies and not 
in the law.

This combination of circum- 
stances led to repeal of the 18th 
Amendment and the reéstablish- 
ment of legalized liquor December 
5, 1982. 


The Failure of Repeal 


Advocates of repeal urged it as 
a recovery measure, declaring that 
revenue from the sale of legalized 
liquor would lower taxes, balance 
the federal budget and reduce the 
national debt. Nobody’s taxes have 
been lowered. In fact, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce in

In The Sword of the Lord for 
April 8th a sermon was announced 
in Dallas on Itching Ears and False 
Prophets, or. Modernism, Modern 
Cults and Signs of the Times. In 
the announcement we said, “It will 
deal plainly with Modernism, Ma- 
sonry, Christian Science, Pente- 
costalism, etc., and with deceived 
sinners and itching-ear church 
members.” 

It has been called to our at- 
tention that that announcement 
might leave the impression on 
some that we class Pentecostalism 
with modernism and Christian Sci- 
ence and Masonry. We do not. 
Modernism denies the inspiration 
of the Bible, the deity of Christ, 
the necessity of the new birth, etc. 
Pentecostalism does not deny these 
things. Masonry teaches salvation 
by character, without Christ. 
Christian Science denies the fact 
of sin, the need for the atonement, 
the need for a new birth, etc. Pen- 
tecostalism, therefore, is different 
from these false religions. I do 
not believe that Pentecostalism is 
inthe class with false cults which 
deny the inspiration of the Bible, 
the deity of Christ, the need for 
a new birth, the blood atonement, 
ete. Therefore, in the announce- 
' ment, I promised to speak on two 
_ classes, ‘deceived sinners and itch- 
ing-ear church members.” I do be- 
lieve that Pentecostalism, too often 
stressing tongues instead of Holy 
Ghost soul-winning power, too 
often claiming sinless perfection 
and eradication of sin instead of 
daily confessing and turning from 
sin, deriding others who live as 
clean and win as many souls but 
do not talk in tongues — I believe 
Penteécostalism does appeal to itch- 
ing-ear church members, that it is 
in that sense a false cult. A new 
cult, leading many into excesses 
and false doctrine. On these mat- 
ters I seriously differ w:th Pente- 
costalists. I agree with them 
gladly on the blessed fundamentals 
of the inspiration of the Bible, the 
deity of Christ, the blood atone- 
ment, Heaven, and Hell. 


I count the Pentecostal people my 
brethren in Christ since they be-

ment out of $1,800,000 dollars in 
the past three years. During those 


same three years liquor revenue 
amounted to only one and one-half 
billion, so that means that this one 
pootleg ring defrauded the govern- 
ment out of over one-tenth as much 
revenue as all 450,000 legal drink 
establishments paid the govern- 
ment. That is how repeal solved 
bootlegging.

1938, Attorney General Cummings, 
in his annual report disclosed that 
more persons were sent to prison 
for federal liquor law violations in 
1937 than ever before in history. 
Prohibition’s highest peak was in 
that hectic year of 1932 when 5,045 
were sentenced, but in 1937 there 
were 5,390, and that, too, in the 
face of all the present liberties en- 
joyed by legal liquor. That is how 
repeal has promoted lawful regu- 
lation of liquor. 


Advocates of repeal said it would 
create respect for law and reduce 
crime, but J. Edgar Hoover, head 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, who is certainly in a po- 
sition to know and whose authority 
cannot be questioned, speaks of the 
past three years as the “Most ter- 
rible period of criminal history in 
the life of America.” 


Advocates of repeal said there 
would be less drinking with legal 
liquor, but beer consumption has 
increased 700 per cent, distilled liq- 
uor consumption 1,500 per cent 
and vinous liquor consumption has 
increased 2,500 per cent under re- 
peal, according to the World Out- 
look for August, 1937. 


Advocates of repeal said it would 
reduce drunkenness and promote 
temperance among our youth, but 
the Northwestern Life Insurance 
Company of Minneapolis informs 
us that it has rejected 183 per cent 
more applicants under thirty years 
of age because of alcoholic indul- 
gence since repeal of National Pro- 
hibition. 


Furthermore, according to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
the ratio per 100,000 of the popula- 
tion charged with intoxication was 
102.6 per cent more in 1936 than 
in 1932 and “drunkenness” ranked 
first among men and second among 
women as the cause for arrest. 


Broken Pledges 


Advocates of repeal promised up- 
on their honor to help protect dry 
states against the importation of 
intoxicating liquor into those states 
when it violated state regulations. 
Exactly the opposite has been prac- 
ticed by them. Every year, the 
Federal Alcohol Tax Unit has is- 
sued thousands of retail liquor li- 
censes in dry states without one 
word of protest over the radio or 
through the press from him who 
voiced that solemn pledge of dry 
protection.

“Some clubs are clubs in 

name only. Ex-bootleggers and 
speakeasy proprietors own 
them. In Pittsburg there are 
musical clubs without music or 
musicians. There are yacht 
clubs without even rowboats. 
Their business is merely the 
Sale of liquor ... call them 
clubs, hotels, restaurants, or 
speakeasies, eventually they 
are saloons, and saloons freed 
by wretched politicians from 
any decent control.” 

This quotation was not taken 
from the Union Signal, from the 
Dry Legion, from my own paper, 
The National Voice, or from any 
other dry publication. This quota- 
tion was given from Collier’s, a 
nationally-known publication that 
stoutly championed repeal and 
voiced the promise that the evils 
of the old open saloon would not 
be permitted to return. But this 
description, depicting some of our 
present-day drink establishments, 
reveal them just as evil and de- 
bauching as the old open saloon 
ever was. 

This is not the mere ravings of 
some long-haired crank. I have 
presented you with facts. I have 
quoted you unquestionable au- 
thority for every one of them.

Prohibition on the Way Back 


The repeal tide has spent its 
force. Prohibition is coming back. 
In March, 1937, Georgia rejected 
repeal in a statewide referendum 
by twice as great a majority as it 
did in 1935. In September, 1937, 
Tennessee rejected repeal by a dry 
majority of 67,000 votes. Kentucky, 
Alabama, and Texas are having 
local option elections almost ev- 
ery week and two-thirds of them 
result in dry victoriés. 

W. S. Alexander, Federal Alco- 
hol Administrator, is reported by 
the New York Times, as telling 
1,500 delegates to the National Re- 
tail Liquor Package Association, 
“My information is that, since re- 
peal, in 7,000 local option elections 
5,000 political units have gone dry. 
In the recent November elections 
in Ohio, for instance, the count was 
13 to 1 against your business. In 
Pennsylvania you have lost 1,000 
voting units in two years.” 

In the issue of December 4, 1937, 
Collier’s declared: “The same peo- 
ple who voted so exuberantly 
against prohibition four years ago 
are now expressing impatience with 
the products of repeal.”

Lord and come to the Saviour by faith today. 

After you are saved, you will get peace and 
joy out of following the Lord in baptism, reading 
His Word, winning souls and otherwise pleasing 
Him. You need to go to the Lord again and again 
day by day for the joy of a Christian life. But 
thank God that salvation is settled once and for 
all when you simply depend upon Christ as your 
Saviour. 


What About Public Confession? 


Every person who is saved ought to publicly 
confess Christ. Matthew 10:32 and Romans 10:9 
plainly teach that God will claim as His child 
any of us who will claim Christ as our Saviour, 
but we simply confess with the mouth what we 
have already trusted in our hearts. Romans 10:10 
concerning that very matter says: 


“For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation.” 


To claim Christ as your Saviour simply proves 
that you trust Him in the heart. Likewise with 
all the other promises in the Bible about how to 
be saved. “Him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out” says John 6:37, and salvation is 
promised in John 1:12 to as many as receive Je- 
sus.
